Mansfield: bidding adieu to Senate 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Bidding 
adieu to the Senate as “a place of 
eloquence, tolerance and affection. 
Senate Majority Leader Mike Man­ 
sfield is ready to end his 34 years of 
government service with a visit to 
the People’s Republic of China. 
The Montana Democrat leaves 
later today for the thre^week trip 
and will not be back until after 
Congress adjourns on Oct. 2. 
And although he plans to spend 
some time today in the Senate, 
where he has been majority leader 
for 16 years, longer than any other 
individual, Thursday was Man­ 
sfield’s day. 
After hours of accolades from 
senators of both parties, the retiring 
76-year-old law m aker drew a 
standing ovation from his colleagues 


when he told them, ‘‘I can only say 
thank you and goodbye. ’ 
Mansfield, who has served for the 
last 23 years in the Senate, decided 
earlier this year that he would retire 
at the end of the session 
“ I do not leave this place in 
sadness,” Mansfield said, reading 
from a prepared text, his voice 
choked with emotion. “I leave as one 
who has lived as a part of it and loved 
it deeply.” 
Earlier. Mansfield’s Republican 
counterpart. Minority Leader Hugh 
Scott, who is also retiring this year, 
said Mansfield “epitomized all that 
is best in the Senate. ... With his 
departure, the Senate will never be 
the same again. ” 
And Assistant Majority Leader 
Robert Byrd. D-W.Va., the man 


viewed as the likely successor to the 
No. 1 leadership post, noted that 
Mansfield had guided the Senate 
through “some of the most difficult 
years” of the 20th century. ‘Mike 
Mansfield has kept faith with the 
highest ideal of America,” he added. 
“It has long been obvious to me 
that the Senate is a place of 
eloquence, tolerance and affection,” 
M ansfield said , thanking his 
colleagues for their remarks 
“There has also been, I might add, 
a d e g r e e of b en ev o len t e x ­ 
aggeration ” 
A mild-mannered scholar who has 
held one of government’s most par­ 
tisan jobs, Mansfield has been pop­ 
ular on both sides of the aisle through 
his low-keyed leadership in a period 
that spanned the administration of 


four presidents, the war in Southeast 
Asia and the Watergate scandals. 
Mansfield’s trip to the People’s 
Republic of China has been planned 
for nearly a year. He is an 
acknowledged authority on the Far 
East, a course he once taught at the 
University of Montana 
He was invited by the Chinese 
government, which will pay for 
everything except the flight there 
and back, which will be borne by the 
State Department. 
He and Sen John Glenn, D-Ohio, 
who Mansfield invited along, will not 
represent the Senate as such but will 
serve as emissaries of President 
Ford, who called Mansfield on 
Thursday to wish him good luck. 
His Senate c o lle a g u e s also 
presented Mansfield and his wife. 


Maureen, with a clock as a going- 
away present and voted to name a 
room in the Capitol after him. 
Mansfield says he hasn’t decided 
yet exactly what he’ll do next year 
He may ‘ just loaf.” he says, or 
return to his old teaching position 
But Mansfield, standing in the 
Capitol where he worked so many 
years, said there is one thing he 
hopes to do after he returns from the 
China trip and before leaving 
Washington, 
“I’m going to take this tour 
through this building I’d like to know 
about some of these rooms and about 
this statuary.” 
He said that in his more than 
three decades in Congress, he never

pleaded guilty to murder W<adnesdav 
in Juvenile Court and faces sentenc­ 
ing Oct 21, according to Pomona 
D etective Jerry Uribe, the in­ 
vestigating officer The second youth 
had to be handled as a juvenile 
because1 16-vear-olds cannot be cer­ 
tified to adult court 
Perez was arraigned before Judge 
James Piatt who scheduled the

On plane that rolled 
off carrier in crash; 
Russ warship nearby 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Navy 
leaders are exploring ways to raise 
an FI4 Tomcat fighter that rolled off 
the deck of the U.S. aircraft earner 
John F. Kennedy and sank in 1.890 
feet of water off Scotland, a spokes­ 
man said today. 
The Navy is known to be par­ 
ticularly concerned about the air­ 
craft s top-secret Phoenix missile, 
which sources said was on the $14- 
million plane when it sank in inter­ 
national waters about 75 miles 
northwest of Scapa Flow. Scotland 
A Soviet cruiser was seen four to 
seven miles from the Kennedy after 
the Tomcat went down, the Navy 
spokesm an said 
Soviet ships 
routinely trail U.S. vessels during 
military exercises, such as the 
NATO exercise* Teamwork in which 
the Kennedy was participating 
A spokesman said the Navy was 
“ not prepared to say by what 
m eans” the aircraft would be 
retrieved The decision will have to 
be made by the Navy s top office, the 


chief of naval operations 
The fighter normally carries six of 
the air-to-air Phoenix m issiles, 
which are the plane’s primary 
w eapons sy ste m . The N avy 
spokesman would not say how many 
— if any — of the missiles were on 
the fighter 
The Phoenix missile is capable of 
attacking six different targets 
simultaneously under all weather 
conditions 
The Washington Post quoted 
sources as saying the* plane de 
veioped an engine problem as it 
prepared for takeoff and rolled over 
board 
The two crew members 
ejected from the cockpit and landed 
on the carrier’s deck, suffering 
minor injuries Three other men also 
reportedly were injured

The first 
look at 
space 
shuttle 


PALMDALE. C alif. (AP) — 
F u tu re sp a ce tr a v e le r s and 
earthbound taxpayers alike get their 
first glimpse today of a 122-toot-long 
Space Shuttle orbiter that may be 
carrying scientists and cargo on 
routine round-trip flights into space 
in less than 10 years. 
The orbiter craft, to be named 
‘ Enterprise” after the spaceship 
featured on the television series 
Star Trek,” is being unveiied at 
Rockwell International’s facility 
here 
It cost the federal government $205 
million to have this first shuttle 
designed and built, with the entire 
six-year development program for 
several additional shuttles tagged at 
$5.2 billion 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration officials say the shut 
tie can be used at least 100 times and 
will save hundreds of millions of 
dollars over the present one-time 
only space shots. 
Though it won’t make its first 
space voyage until the early 1980s, 
testing begins early next year at 
nearby Edwards Air Force Base 
The shuttle is designed to take off 
vertically like present space shots, 
powered by two disposable solid 
rocket boosters, and soar into orbit 
around the earth The stubby winged 
orbiter craft will return to earth in a 
glide and land like an airplane on a 
runway.

Bro wn signs major bill 
for bilingual education 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - P e r­ 
sistent in his attack on school 
spending. Gov. Edmund Brown Jr., 
has vetoed a series of school aid bills 
— but he also signed a m ajor 
bilingual education measure. 
The governor's office said Thurs­ 
day that Brown signed a $3 8 million 
bill,by Assemblyman Peter Chacon. 
D-San Diego, to teach about 9,500 
youngsters who speak little or no 
English. 
C alifornia already spends $8 
million a year on bilingual edu­ 
cation, but Chacon’s bill will — for 
the first tim e — require such 
programs in school districts with a 
minimum number of youngsters who 
need them 10 in a grade who speak 
no English, or 15 in a grade who 
speak limited English. 


The state Department of Edu­ 
cation opposed the measure, al- 


though it backed many of the bills 
Brown vetoed 
Brown angered state schools chief 
Wilson Riles last week by vetoing a 
bill to revamp high school education. 
Brown also turned down ex­ 
pansions of programs for handi­ 
capped and gifted youngsters. 
One bill by Assemblyman Louis 
Papan, D-Daly City, would have ex- 
p a n d e d 
e l i g i b i l i t y 
f or the 
educationally handicapped program 
from 2 per cent to 2.5 per cent of 
enrollment. Brown said it would 
have cost $30 million in 21'2 years 
The other bill, by Sen. Lou 
( usanovich, R-Van Nuvs. would have 
expanded special program s for 
gifted students from 3 per cent to 4 
per cent of enrollment Brown put 
the price tag at $8 million in 18 
months. 
He also vetoed a Cusanovich bill to 
spend $1 9 million for the University 


of California’s extended university 
program, in which about 1.600 stu­ 
dents who live far from UC cam ­ 
puses can obtain degrees. 
Brown said the goals of the 
program are good, but it overlaps a 
no-cost off-campus program run by 
the state colleges 
Continuing his opposition to fee in­ 
creases at state and community 
colleges. Brown vetoed measures 
that would have allowed any in­ 
crease approved in a campus elec­ 
tion. 
One bill by Assemblyman John 
Knox, D-Richmond, would have 
allowed a community college student 
body to levy an activities fee of up to 
$10 a year. 
The other, by Assemblyman Dixon 
Arnett. R-Redwood City, would have 
allowed the current $20 fee to be 
raised to $40 a year for activities and 
construction. 


Ford, Carter may be campaigning 
in California within next 20 days

plan visits to California in the com­ 
ing 20 days 
Carter will tour four to six Califor­ 
nia cities next weekend, and may 
return to the state Oct. 6 and 7 for 
one of the televised debates with 
Ford 
Ford is expected in California for 
the second of the Ford C arter 
debates Oct. 6 in San Francisco. 
But the next day in Los Angeles, 


Ford may make his first appearance 
with Ronald Reagan since defeating 
him at the Republican National Con­ 
vention 
As usual, most dates and locations 
are still “ tentative only,” including 
the Ford-Carter debate in San Fran­ 
cisco. Announcements are common­ 
ly made only a few days before the 
events. 
But field workers for both parties 
are booking hotel rooms for Califor­ 
nia appearances by the candidates, 
their relatives, and stand ins.

Voters, sponsor of the Ford-Carter 
debates, says there’s no final deci­ 
sion on whether the Oct. 6 debate will 
be in San Francisco. Los Angeles or 
Houston But both camps have con­

County, with tentative appearances 
in S acram en to .

Farm labor 
board finds 
'access rule' 
controversial 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - Fanners 
say they want the state farm labor 
board s “access rule" abolished, but 
unionists call it essential to opera­ 
tion of the new farm labor law 
The conflicting testimony came at 
hearing Thursday by the state 
Agricultural Labor Relations Board 
on the rule which requires farmers 
to let union organizers on their prop­ 
erty three hours a day to talk to 
workers. 
Three of the five members of the 
present board were appointed after 
adoption of the “access rule" by the 
ALRB. which conducts secret ballot 
elections in the field to determine if 
workers want a union. 
Chairman Gerald Brown, one of 
the new members, said he sees trou­ 
ble no m atter what the board does. 
“ If we keep the rule, we make one 
side unhappy If we abolish it. we 
make the other side unhappy. If we 
modify it we make everybody unhap­ 
py," he said 


Growers testified that the rule 
violates their property rights, 
threatens their health and safety, 
has caused vandalism and destruc­ 
tion of crops, and resulted in harass­ 
ment of their employes. 


Prop 14, the November ballot in­ 
itiative sponsored by Cesar Chavez' 
United Farm Workers, would write 
the access rule into the law. 
“The heart of the enforcement of 
this act is our right to get onto the 
fields to talk to the workers," said 
Sandv Nathan, a lawyer tor the 
UFW 
A parade of grower witnesses told 
about troubles, including violence, 
which they blamed on the access 
rule. None had any proof of a union 
organizer causing violence or 
property damage 
Cheryl Tornson. a Patterson farm 
wife, said a neighbor s house had 
been pelted with tomatoes. She said 
a neighbor’s pet Chihuahua had been 
stabbed, and tires had been ruined 
with ice picks 
“ Will 1 be pelted with apricots**" 
she asked." 
“ My workers basically fear the un­ 
ion,’ said Merle Schultz, a farm er m 
the Newman-Gustine area. 
“ If a farm worker wants to crawl 
under a shady tree, he can t rest 
because a union organizer wants to 
talk to him. He has to listen because 
the farmer can t kick him (the or­ 
ganizer) off his own property " 
Sunny Mojonmer, who grows car­ 
nations in greenhouses at Encinitas, 
said that despite a state Supreme 
Court ruling to the contrary, she 
believed the rule violates the con­ 
stitution 
“ Do you want people in your 
yards**“ she asked the board 
“ I 
don't want them in mine People that 
will cause trouble. People who are 
threatening 
“ I know there will be ram ifi­ 
cations from my standing up before 
you My children have already been 
chased " 
Sam Cohen, a form er district 
director for the ALRB in Satinas and 
head of a task force in the Imperial 
Valley last winter, said he agreed 
with the UFW that the access rule is 
essential. 
Since the law went into effect, he 
said there have been 700 unfair labor 
practices charged, but not one of 
them pertained to an instance of vio­ 
lence 
Reuben Serna, an organizer for the 
UFW who said he had started as a 
farm worker at the age of eight, said 
he agreed with the growers that it 
was a question of constitutional 
rights - “ the rights of the people in 
the fields, who have been trying to 
organize for many years ” 
“ I don't want to see anybody hurt 
fin sure the growers don t want to 
see anybody hurt. But we want our 
rights." he said 
“ We make our members aware ot 
the philosophy of our union, which is 
non-violence "

Viking 2 scientists still 


undecided about Mars life

PASADENA (AP) - With the first results in hand from 
Viking 2‘s biology tests, scientists vary in their optimism 
but are no better able to say that life exists on Mars. 


The new findings received on earth Thursday showed 
biologists that two experiments underway in Viking 2 are 
yielding results similar — as least qualitatively 
to 
those that occurred last month 4.600 miles away in Viking 


“ We still have a long way to go." said Dr Harold Klein, 
head of the Viking biology team. "All we've done so far is 
confirm at a new place the essential observations we had 
at the first site." 
In the so-called gas exchange test, in which water vapor 
and nutrients were added to a soil sample in V iking 2. the 
soil suddenly emitted a large amount of oxygen and 
carbon dioxide Those are some of the things scientists 
were looking for as a possible indication that something in 
the soil utilizes the nutrients and may be abve and 
capable of reproducing itself. 


The amount of oxygen and carbon dioxide given off by 
the Viking 2 sample was about 20 per cent less than that 
recorded in Viking 1 But the amount of nitrogen, an end 
product of metabolism, was significantly higher than in 
Viking 1. said Dr Vance Ovama, principal investigator 
for the gas-exchange experiment. 


Oyama described the continuing gas-exchange experi­ 
ment as “a matter of wearing your oppooent out 
by 
repeatedly applying the nutrients, vapor and gases to the 
sample If the soil became depleted, giving off lesser 
amounts of gases, the indication would be that the ma­ 
terial was undergoing nonliving chemical activity. 


But if the presence of gases increases in the sample, 
scientists would be led to believe that a biological process 
was going on 
And if the soil in the gas-exchange experiment con­ 
tinues to give off nitrogen or other end products of 
metabolism, such as methane or hydrogen, then there 
would be “very powerful evidence suggesting biology," 
Oyama said. 
In the second experiment, called labeled release, 
organic compounds marked with a radioactive carbon 
tracer are injected into the sample. Living molecules 
would be able to break down the compounds to carbon 
dioxide marked by the radioactive material. 
In the findings received Thursday, the Viking 2 sample 
indicated there were 25 per cent more radioactive gas 
molecules than in the Viking I s same test 
“ I hate to judge at this point," said Dr Gilbert Levin 
the principal investigator for the label«! release experi­ 
ment. “ It seems we re further down the biological road 
than we were last week, but I don’t know how far along we 
are " 
Klein was not willing to go that far, insisting that the 
preliminary test results from Viking 2 do not dispel 
theories that reactions in the biological laboratories may 
be caused by nonliving chemical reactions 


Lockheed opens new plant 
to make coating for craft 


SUNNYVALE, Calif 
(AP) — Lockheed Missiles it 
Space Co. has opened a plant here to produce a new silica 
fiber tile that will be used to coat Spa«* Shuttle craft in 
the 1980s and protect them from the ¿JOO-degree 
temperatures they encounter in re-entering earth's at­ 
mosphere 
About 34,000 of the tiles, made of material refined from

Homesteader 
102 years old 


DENVER (AP> — William Barrington, at 102 one of 
Colorado’s oldest homesteaders, says he'll never forget 
the day about 60 years ago when he “ stepped on 11 rat­ 
tlesnakes before dinner’ while working in the fields 
When he went to the house for supper that night. 
Barrington said, he told his wife. Laura Maude, to fetch 
his high-topped shoes But when he went back out after 
eating, the rattlesnakes had had enough and were gone for 
the day 
Barrington, his hair now white, still was wearing high 
topped shoes Thursday as he chatted with reporters at 
ceremonies held by the Colorado Bureau of Land Manage­ 
ment to honor the state s 11 oldest homesteaders. He said 
he still smokes six or seven cigars a day and challenged 
each reporter present to a game ol double-nine dominos, 
“ if you don’t cheat." 
The homesteaders were among the thousands of 
“ young, seeking and adventuresome ’ men who took 
advantage of the federal Homestead Act of 1862 to settle 
on unclaimed farmland as part of America’s westward 
expansion, explained BLM state director Dale Andrus 
Barrington said he migrated to Colorado from 
Oklahoma in 1907 and. after failing as a blacksmith was 
“ hunting some place to make a living” when “ 1 just found 
this land with nobody living on it 1 went to the Land office 
and filed on it " 
Barrington received permission to live on 160 acres 
suitable for com and wheat in the eastern Colorado plains 
in what is now f’rowers County 
His first homestead house was a 14-bv-14 foot frame 
“ covered over with a big tarp The first highway on the 
dry plains was just a road beat out across the prairie 
“ We never earned no guns out there We were just a lot 
of common people. ” 
Life on the frontier was not without its secret vices His 
daughter-in law, Marilyn, said that Barrington 
used to 
take a little nip. but he never let his wife know " 
Seven years after moving onto the land, Barrington re 
reived his government patent 
signed by President 
Woodrow Wilson, and dated “ In the year of our Lord one 
thousand nine hundred and 14 and of the independence of 
the United States the one hundredth and thirty ninth “ 
The old homesteader views philosophically the way the 
role of the farmer has changed since his youth 
“ People, instead of being on the farm they move into 
town A lew people tamt all the land." he said “ Tlie trac 
tor lias taken the place of the cow and the car lias taken 
the place of the horse " 
Barrington, who retired in 1947, lives in a nursing home 
in the town of Holly, not far from where his larm was lies 
wife died three years ago at 93

Gift, estate taxes facing major change

WASHINGTON (AP) — The new tax bill that Congress 
is finishing up this week makes major changes in the 
federal gift and estate taxes and in general would reduce 
those levies. On the other hand, the bill also whacks away 
at some of the current tax shelters used by wealthy in­ 
dividuals to cut their taxes 
Here is how the new provisions would work: 
G IFT AND ESTATE TAXES 
Present law taxes separately the gifts made during a 
person s lifetime and what he leaves behind when he dies. 
The first $60.000 of an estate is exempt from taxes. 
Another $30.000 is tax-free if given away during the 
owner s lifetime. In addition, half an estate is exempt 
from taxes if willed to the spouse 
The value of the $60.000 exemption has been badly 
eroded by inflation And small farmers have especially 
complained While land values have soared, income from 
small farms has failed to keep pace Thus, many family 
farms and family owned businesses are being sold each 
year so survivors can afford to pay inheritance taxes. 
The pending bill would replace the basic $60.000 and 
$30.000 estate and gift exemptions with a gradually in­ 
creasing credit that would be subtracted directly from 
tax owed 
The bill also exempts property willed to the spouse up 
to $250.000 or half the estate, whichever is higher. Com­ 
bining all the benefits, the first $525.000 of an estate willed 
to a spouse would be tax-free 
Presently, only the wealthiest 7 per cent of estates or 
about 127,000 estates a year, are taxable The bill would 
cut that figure to 3 per cent, or 50.000 a year 
For the estates ot persons who die in 1977, the credit 
against taxes under the pending bill would he $30.000, the 
equivalent of a $120,677 exemption (compared with the 
current $90,000 combined exemption for estate and gilt

taxes). In 1981 and thereafter, the credit would be $47.000, 
equal to a $175.625 exemption. 
Under the new provisions, the lowest tax rate — for the 
smallest estates — would be 30 per cent of the value. The 
top rate would be 70 per cent. Taxes owed would be com­ 
puted by multiplying the value of the estate by the tax 
rate and subtracting the tax credit. 
Another provision in the bill is of special importance to 
family owned farms. Current law requires that the value 
of land be figured on the basis of its highest use. which in 
the case of farm land generally means how much the 
property would be worth if developed commercially. 
Under the bill, if certain conditions were met. farm 
land would be valued as farm land, which generally would 
mean lower taxes 
Most of the changes in estate and gift taxes would mean 
lower taxes. The most controversial part would raise 
taxes on heirs who sell inherited property. 
Existing law generally requires a person to pay a tax 
when he sells an asset, such as stock or land, for more 
than he paid for it. The difference in the buying and sell­ 
ing price is a capital gain. In most circumstances, half 
the gain is tax-free; the other half is taxed at the person s 
usual income tax rate 
Assuming a person bought a piece of land for $10.000 
and sold it 10 years later for $50.000, half the $40.000 would 
be taxed, according to the capital gams rule. 
If the owner, instead of selling the land when it was 
worth $50,000. willed it to a relative, the donor would 
avoid any tax. 
If the heir later sold the land for $60,000, he would be 
taxed under present law only on half the $10,000 increase 
since he acquired it. The increase in value between the 
original $10,000 purchase price and the $50.000 at the time 
the land was given away would escape tax. 
This would change under the pending bill, which would 
tax the increase in value from the time of any original 
purchase after Dec 31, 1976. to the final sale. 
Other major changes in the estate tax would allow pay­ 
ment of taxes over a 10-year period under certain condi­ 
tions, but would make it more difficult for wealthy 
families to avoid taxes by willing property to one genera­ 
tion (a child, for example), and the income from that 
property to a succeeding generation (a grandchild). 
M INIM UM TAX 
The minimum tax is imposed on certain individuals and 
ec-Torations in addition to a regular income tax paid. The 
purpose is to ensure that a high-income person pays some 
tax no matter how many deductions he takes. 
The minimum Lax has not been all that successful, as 
evidenced by the fact that 224 persons earning $2U0,000 a 
year or more paid no income tax at all in 1974 
The minimum tax is really a tax on nine large deduc­ 
tions, known as preferences, chief of which is the tax-tree 
half of capital gains 
Under present law, a taxpayer adds up his preferences, 
subtracts a $30,000 exemption and whatever regular in­ 
come tax he paid, and pays a tax of 10 per cent of the 
remainder 
The bill would raise that tax rate to 15 per cent and 
allow an exemption of either $10,000 or one-hall regular 
taxes paid, whichever is higher. 
The net effect of the changes would be to raise the tax 
rate on those 40,000 persons already subject to the 
minimum tax, extend the tax to 230.000 individuals and br­ 
ing the government about $1.3 billion a year in new 
revenue 
M AXIM UM TAX 
This sets a 50-per-cent ceiling on the amount of tax a 


wealthy person pays on his earned income, such as salarj 
and fees. The top tax rate of 70 per cent still applies to 
“ unearned income,” such as interest and dividends 
Under present law. the amount of earned income to 
which the tax ceiling applies is reduced by tax 
preferences (the biggest one is the untaxed half of capital 
gains) above $30.000. 
The bill would help the wealthy by extending the 50-per­ 
cent tax ceiling to pensions But they would be hit harder 
by elimination of the $30.000 exemption. Thus, the income 
protected by the maximum tax would be reduced dollar- 
for-doliar by total preferences 
By 1981, these changes would cost the wealthy an extra 
$43 million a year. 
TAX SH ELTERS 
Persons earning more than $50.000 a year often use tax 
shelters to cut their taxes Shelters are investments 
aimed at providing quick deductions that a taxpayer can 
use to reduce taxes on his regular income, such as doc­ 
tors' fees or executive salaries. 
In a typical shelter, four doctors might form a 
partnership for the purpose of investing in construction of 
a commercial building worth $500,000. Each of the four 
would put up $25,000 cash, the remaitung $400.000 would 
be covered by a “ nonrecourse loan' taken out by the 
partnership. 
Although none of the four would be personally liable lor 
repaying the loan, each doctor would be deemed to have a 
$125.000 interest in the $500,000 project Thus, each couM 
deduct “ losses 
of up to that amount. 
, ” 
In a real estate tax shelter these losses generally a « 
fast depreciation of the building and a deduction for in­ 
terest paid on construction money and for taxes paid dur­ 
ing the construction period 
I Z 
It would be possible for each of the doctors to wipe out« 
big chunk of taxes on his regular income by using the ar­ 
tificial losses from the investment to reduce his regular 
income. 
The bill would not wipe out tax shelters altogether. But 
it generally would limit deductible losses on an invest­ 
ment to the amount each person actually risked 
Thus, each of the doctors in the above example could 
shelter no more than $25.000 of his regular income by 
deducting losses from the investment 
The bill also would limit the deduction that could be 
taken for interest paid to finance an investment. That 
limit equals investment income plus $10.000

com m ittee has registered 
with the secretary of state 
to oppose Prop. 5. 
Prop 5 would rem ove a 
flat 10 per cent ceiling on 
interest rates that certain

Prado Park may add 
lake, swimming area

A 56-acre lake and a swimming lagoon may be added to 
the Prado Regional Park near Chino which has yet to be 
opened to the public. 
And the county facility may also offer to visitors an 
equestrian center and a “skeet shoot” area 
County and state officials dedicated the 75-acre park on 
July 4 but had to delay its public opening due to a lack of 
grass. 
County Supervisor Robert Townsend and park officials 
plan to meet at the site Sept 28 to determine when the 
facility can be opened Based on an inspection several 
weeks ago, Townsend estim ates this will be during early 
October. 
The park’s first phase includes two lakes covering 15 
acres, 
picnic sites, 
playgrounds, 
cam ping areas, 
restrooms, paved roads and 1,500 trees. 
The two lakes, however, will be included in a larger 
lake to be created with construction of two dams across 
two canyons 
Townsend said the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers, 
which owns the park property, expects to advertise for 
bids for building the dams on Nov 9, 
Bids will be opened Dec 7. with a contract award made 
a week later Then with construction starting after Jan 1. 
the dams could be completed by summer 
The large lake will be filled with water from the Chino 
Basin Municipal District tertiery treatment plant near 
Ontario. 
It will have a “ pass through'' design so water can be fed 
into the Santa Ana River for flowing to Orange County to 
meet a, water sharing requirement. 
The lake will constitute the park’s second phase of 
development. The federal agency plans to spend $18 
millionf for the two dams plus recreation shelters, boat 
docks and a boat marina 
Fedejral funds will match money spent by the county on 
the pant's initial development. 
The large lake will be used for fishing and boating, said 
Townsdhd 
>oats such as canoes, sailboats, kayaks and 
rowboa s will be permitted 
The * upervisor hopes the county can use $280,000 in oil 
royalty, funds to construct a sand-bottom swimming 
lagoon similar to one built at the Cucamonga-Guasti 
Regional Park near Ontario 
The siate had allocated the $280.000 as San Bernardino 
County's share of oil royalties paid the state, he ex­ 
plained The lagoon would cost about $320.000, with the 
county required to allocate $65,000 to receive the state 
funds 


Gary Patton, the county’s park director, will meet later 
this month with state officials to determine if the project 
would qualify for such funding. 
“I would hope the swimming lagoon could be completed 
for use next sum m er,” said Townsend 
Regarding the skeet shoot, the supervisor reported that 
Donald R Richardson of Orange proposes to develop a 
shooting range on the 200 acres he has leased for 
agriculture purposes from the U.S. Corps of Engineers. 
The property is located on the east side of Euclid 
Avenue near the Pomona Rincon Road The site is south 
of the main park. 
The tenant is working with the Winchester Firearms 
Corp., which is putting up the money for the project.” 
said Townsend He estimated the cost at $450.000. 
Because the county has the sole rights for recreational 
development on the corps-owned property, the tenant is 
discussing a 25-year lease with the county with options to 
extend, he added. 
“Under terms of the lease, the county would receive 
five per cent of the total gross sales revenue for the first 
10 years, eight per cent for the next 10 years and 10 per 
cent for the last five years 
“ In addition, the county would receive $500 a month for 
the lease for the 25 years." said Townsend 
Richardson is also discussing the opening of a hunting 
dog training school on his leased property This could in­ 
clude the boarding of dogs 
County supervisors will be asked Monday to approve 
the lease 
“ Richardson wants to get started im ­ 
m ediately,” said Townsend 


County officials are seeking to finalize plans for 
development of an equestrian center to be constructed on 
the park’s perimeter on Johnson Avenue south of Pine 
Avenue. 


In response to the county’s call for bids on the project, 
five or six persons expressed interest but only one has * 
made an official response, 


The county's Park Commission plans to meet with the 
lone applicant to discuss plans and financing “ We are 
hoping something will happen within the next month ” 
Townsend said 


I ’nder proposed plans, the operator would have a stable 
to board privately owned horses, rent his own horses and 
conduct organized equestrian events 


The center would connect to horse trails that extend 
along the Santa Ana River to the Pacific Ocean near Hun­ 
tington Beach and flood control channels into the San Ber­ 
nardino National Forest

California is being allocated $250 
million, and San Bernardino County 
will be submitting projects costing 
about $20 million, said Supervisor

The three projects in the West End 
of San Bernardino County are es­ 
timated at nearly $5.5 million 
“ We expect stiff competition from 
various governmental agencies T he, 
federal grants can t replace any 
locally funded projects nor be used 
for acquisition of land And on-site 
construction must begin within 90 
days after the project has been ap­ 
proved.” he explained. 
The largest local project vying for 
the lederal dollars will be remodel­ 
ing and expansion of the county ’s law 
and justice center located at Moun 
tain Avenue and Sixth Street in On 


tario. 
County officials plan to m ove 
various agencies, such as welfare 
and public health, from buildings 
there and into a new county struc­ 
ture being constructed in downtown 
Ontario 
All the buildings then will be used 
to serve the county’s judicial opera­ 
tion This includes the courts, sher­ 
iffs office and jail plus facilities for 
the district attorney and public 
defender.

The supervisor said the largest

Nuisance phone 
calls annoying 


1 wonder if it would be possible for you to find out 
how I can stop nuisance phone calls some way other 
than by changing my telephone number. 
A group of children I would estim ate are 1ft to 16 
have been calling me. 
I get six to 15 calls a day, just ridiculous 
conversations, people talking to themselves or sing­ 
ing. 
The calls come from 2 p.m. to 2 a.m. 
I am 76 and am under a doctor’s care. It is 
impossible to get a night’s rest. I have talked very 
kindly to the children but it doesn’t help. 
I have contacted the telephone office and the 
police station but I’m not able to run around and 
stand in line to make an official complaint. 
I have had the same telephone number 25 years 
and don't want to change it now. 
Please help me if you can. The past week has 
been almost unbearable. — P. S., Pomona. 


Jack M. King, area public affairs administrator 
for General Telephone Co., said you can sign a report 
after writing to Action Line, allowing the phone 
company’s security department to investigate 
At our request, he listed tips for other people 
bothered by nuisance calls. 
§ 
He said such calls range from heavy breathing or 
no sound at all to calls which are obscene, harass­ 
ing. threatening, interfering or abusive. 
The best thing to do is not to react to such a call at 
all, to just hang up gently. This will actually dis­ 
courage the caller more than anything else be­ 
cause a nuisance caller generally wants a reaction 
There’s no satisfaction for emotionally disturbed 
callers or even pranksters if there is no one listen­ 
ing. 
If calls persist, it's a good idea to start keeping a 
log listing the numbers of such calls, dates, times, 
and the nature of the conversation of the caller 
It’s also helpful to note voice pitch, accent or 
speech pattern This assists the phone company in 
making an investigation. 
In spite of your reluctance, the phone company 
people did suggest a number change for you. 
About half the customers with nuisance call com­ 
plaints accept this solution and it usually works. 
General Telephone may also use mechanical 
means to protect its customers 
The phone company works so closely with law 
enforcement agencies to the point that some of­ 
fenders have been caught before they left a coin 
phone booth 
If calls are from a known source, usually an inter­ 
view by a law enforcement officer will suffice In 
no case, however, will the victim be told by the 
phone company how the problem was solved even if 
a formal criminal complaint has been signed since 
it is by then a police matter. 
King says persons who make annoyance calls are 
emotionally ill and usually receive psychiatric help 
if they are convicted. 
The majority of nuisance calls are young boys 
and girls with the time to get into mischief — 
pranksters or unrequited lovers, wives calling hus 
bands’ girl friends and disgruntled neighbors 
In 1975 there were more than six million calls go­ 
ing through General Telephone’s equipment Out of 
that number, the company received 17.403 com- 
palints of nuisance calls from customers Out of the* 
17.403 calls, 938 of the complaints were labeled as 
persistent by the security department.

Oik* can form gas in the intestinal 
tract, usually colon, from lermenta 
tion. but this doesn t occur in the 
stomach Food does not stay in fhe 
stomach long enough to ferment and 
cause such a problem Tlie air is not 
likely to show on an X-ray done in the 
morning The air swallowing occurs 
during the day and late afternoon X 
rays will show its presence 


Because the gas is already in the 
stomach, when a person eats he sud 
denly feels full This is not because 
the food caused gas but because the 
food taken into the stomach takes up 
part of the space in the stomach, 
already partially filled with gas and 
the pressure of fullness is then

Inflation has led most 
people to toss their pennies 
in jars or desk drawers, 
stuff them in piggy banks 
or let them mount up quiet­ 
ly in the cracks behind the 
sofa's cushion, 
Because the truth Is, a 
penny goes much farther 
today than it did just 10 
years ago — you can carry 
one around for weeks and 
never find anything it will 
buy. 
So a g o v e rn m e n t- 
sponsored study is recom­ 
mending that the U.S. Mint 
elim inate the one-cent 
piece by 1980. The study, 
made for the government 
by Research Triangle In­ 
stitute. says pennies are 
too expensive to make and 
besides, since they are so 
hard to spend, people 
squirrel them away instead 
of spending piem 


It also recommended 
replacing half dollars with 
a new, smaller $1 coin. 
The M int and th e 
Treasury Department plan 
to study the proposal. 
The loss of the penny, a 
m ainstay of the U.S. 
monetary system since its 
beginning, could be the 
cause of a major crisis in 
the English language.

Most references made to

into a downtown Washing­ 
ton office recently, intro­ 
duced himself as a build­ 
ing inspector and said he 
was worried about some 
drooping ceiling panels. 
While the staff looked on. 
he used a broom handle to 
prod the panels, then con­ 
cluded with some alarm: 
“This ceiling is unsafe. I 
think it would be best if ev­ 
eryone left while I repair 
it. And don’t slam the 
door.’’ 
The staff left. 
The inspector turned out 
to be a thief. Within min­ 
utes he had looted every 
valuable he could carry 
Theft from business has 
become one of the mast 
popular, and easy, of crim­ 
inal occupations. Of the six 
million larcenies reported 
to the FBI annually, the 
guess is that 17 per cent of 
them are from office build­ 
ings Astonishingly, many 
take place during office 
hours under the noses of 
unsuspecting employes by 
brash and often brilliantly 
innovative thieves whom 
law enforcement people 
call “creepers ’* 
C reep ers7 The term 
comes from the ability of 
the culprits to operate with 
a kind of visual stealth 
Many creepers are kids in 
sneakers, posing as deliv­ 
ery boys, who leave much 
less than they take 
To illustrate A lad en­ 
ters a reception room car­ 
rying a box He says it s for 
the Acme Manufacturing 
Co. The receptionist says 
the kid has made a mis­ 
take. that her firm is the 
Acme Produce Co. Oh. 
dafnn. the kid grumps, 
“well does anyone know 
where the other company 
is7“ The receptionist of­ 
fers to look it up in the 
phone directory and turns 
her back. At that moment 
the lad puts his box (false1 
bottom) over the woman's 
purse, which she won t 
miss until it s too late. 
But the tennis shoe anal­ 
ogy does not do total jus­ 
tice to the sly methods of 
operation which many 
creepers 
incorporate. 
There is nothing of the 
kid s stuff in a man who 
will pose as a fire mar­ 
shal. or a custodian, in or­ 
der to get his loot. In New 
York police say various 
businesses have been tar­ 
geted by a fellow in a post­ 
man’s uniform, complete 
with a mail pouch to carry 
out the goods 
Some creepers, actual­ 
ly, wear shoes by Pucci. 
They plan operations and 
hire lesser felons to carry 
the loads 
Typically, a 
creeper with class will 
pose as a salesman to size 
up prospective office build­ 
ings They diagram They 
find out the lunch and cof- 
tee times when stalls are 
the thinnest They check 
personnel lor alertness 
Then they send their 
squads in to rip off the 
most likely locations. 
The carelessly available 
purs**, moreover, is the 
least of the damage M 
Aril Mosne. who heads the 
Office Theft unit of the 
Washington. DC., police 
department, says expen 
sive machinery is coveted 
most by die creeper How 
can an outsider nab a cost­ 
ly, bulky piece of office 
equipment7 Because no­ 
body suspects him During 


the Democratic Conven­ 
tion in New York, with 
hundreds of police and fed­ 
eral officers around, one 
newspaper lost three elec­ 
tric typewriters in two 
days. The thieves just pick­ 
ed them up and walked 
away, never being ques­ 
tioned. 
Sometimes, says Mos- 
rie. the creepers have in­ 
side accom plices who 
smooth the way. More de­ 
pressing. he adds, is the 
fact that creepers are as­ 
sisted on the outside by ac­ 
complices of a different 
feather: otherwise honest 
people who make work for 
the thugs by purchasing 
their boodle 
“ If people wouldn’t 
b u y ,” sa y s M o srie , 
“ thieves wouldn’t steal. 
But unfortunately, many 
people can’t turn down a 
good deal. If a thief ped­ 
dles a stolen typewriter at 
half its original price, it’s 
tempting We’ve had an ex­ 
perience in Washington 
with one attorney who 
stocked his whole office 
this way ” 
Many police officers 
would like to see a nation­ 
al education campaign con­ 
cerned with advising hon­ 
est people how they often 
assist dishonest people 
Lacking this, however, 
Mosrie says there are 
many less-involved steps 
office staffs can take to 
protect themselves from 
the creeper and his friends 
“ Use common sense.” for 
one thing. Every stranger 
in an office should be sus­ 
pect, and their identities 
checked .” He suggests the 
best identity check is a 
quick phone call to the 
businc*ss employing the 
stranger. If he won’t pro­ 
vide a phone number for 
that purpose, he should be 
escorted to the door. 
Other precautions: 
Do not allow the recep­ 
tionist to leave her post, 
even briefly, without a re­ 
placement. Do not leave 
purses, or suit coats con­ 
taining wallets, in unat­ 
tended rooms. Keep all ex­ 
pensive items of small 
size, such as calculators, in 
drawers. Do not merely 
turn the safe combination 
dial to zero when unused, 
even a child can open it 
thus If the office has a 
backdoor burglar alarm, 
do not disconnect it during 
the day. Engrave all office 
equipment with recorded 
identity numbers 
Perhaps the best protec­ 
tion is to ask the local po­ 
lice for advice on how 
staffs can defend the of­ 
fice turf Then again, per­ 
haps not A St Louis cop 
tells of the time he receiv­ 
ed a call trom a “business­ 
man’' who wanted to know 
exactly what to do to se­ 
cure his office. “1 told him 
everything I knew ” says 
the cop. “then a little while 
later we arrested this 
same guy Turned out he 
was a creeper himself, and 
was just checking up on

traps “

Louis Lucas changes the 
lives of kids and parents 
across tjie country. 
H e ’s t he man the 
National Association for 
the Ad va nc em ent of 
Colored People depends on 
as special counsel in 
desegregation cases 
Eight now, Lucas is in­ 
volved in some 30 cases, 
contending that the U.S. 
Justice Department has 
failed to pursue the 1964 
civil rights law and there­ 
fore has caused more 
problems in desegregating 
schools 
“There has beeji a sort of 
deteriorating process in 
th e 
a r e a 
of school 
desegregation in the 
Justice Department during 
the last eight years,” 
Lucas savs “There was a 
head of steam built up in 
the right direction, but as 
the years went by not only 
did the head of steam get 
reduced, but the train got 
turned around “ 
Lucas, a former Justice 
Department attorney, says 
that the statutes which 
were used to intervene to 
reduce segregation now 
are implemented to resist 
desegregation 
“They haven’t kept the 
pressure on school dis­ 
tricts to take action,’ says 
Lucas. 41. “ A lot erf dis­ 
tricts move voluntarily un- 
d er th e t h r e a t of a 
withdrawal of federal 
funds When that pressure 
comes off, so does the 
movement by the school 
board.” 
The fight by the NAACP 
has moved north and Lucas 
finds hi msel f in the 
ironical position of a white 
Southerner defending 
black r i g h t s in the 
Northern courtroom 
He ’s in in Detroit; 
Columbus, Ohio; Cincin­ 
nati; 
Dayton. Ohio; 
i l e v e l a n d . 
and 
Wilmington. Del In past 
vears, he s argued in Hart­ 
ford. Conn., San Fran­ 
cisco. and Kalamazoo, 
Mich 
“There are some people 
who resent that white peo­ 
ple are handling these 
cases.” he said. “ They 
make remarks like ‘I could 
understand if you were 
black 
But it seems to me 
that white people created 
segregation, and white 
people have a respon­ 
sibility to do something* 
about it.” 
Lucas works IB hours a 
day, balancing his work for 
the NAACP with a private 
practice in Memphis 
‘ Most of the time, I need 
to slow down, but it s hard 
to say no.” hi* explains 
His cases seldom end 
with the judge s final 
gavel Of the 30 cases he 
has worked on, most 
require some degree of 
continual attention 
“School cases never get 
over,” Lucas said. “The 
court maintains continuing 
jurisdiction and school 
boards seem to keep trying 
to build in the old 
segregated manner,” 
Tlte North has been a 
battleground for Lucas 
since he tried his first 
Northern cast* at Benton 
Harbor. Mich in 1969 Be 


fore that it was always his 
native South — Richmond, 
B i r m i n g h a m 
and 
Memphis 
The difference between 
the two sections is that in 
the South. Lucas said, 
violations were quite dear 
b e c a u s e t h e r e w e r e 
already existing statutes 
designed for desegrega­ 
tion.

“Southerners have been 
traditionally more aware 
of the problems of race and 
a little more honest about 
them, not as a matter of 
virtue, but as a matter of 
necessity,” he said. “I also 
think Southerners were 
forced to deal with their 
own prejudices much 
sooner than people in the 
North and are much 
further along to the idea of 
a multinational society 
“Northern systems say 
it was all an accident, 
which is kind of amusing 
because some Southern ad­ 
ministrators say 
we do 
this because we wanted to 
We did this because the 
legislature wanted it this 
way.’” 
His largest effort to date 
has been in the six year 
wrangle involving Detroit 
schools In 1974 it resulted 
in a Supreme Court ruling 
that pupils could be bused 
across school district lines 
if all the systems involved 
had been affected by of­ 
ficial policies fostering 
desegregation. 
That decision sent Lucas 
back to court to determine 
a new system 
Now the 
struggle is at the Sixth U S 
Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati 
“ In Detroit, we were 
dealing with on«' of the 
largest school systems in 
the nation.” Lucas said 
“ It was a case many peo­ 
ple said couldn't be tried 
It w as too big, too 
Northern, and it was 
something that had never 
been done before Maybe 
we wen* just too ignorant 
to think that it was impos 
sible.”

And 
their future looks bleak 
They are tbe Com­ 
munists, Socialists or 
members of other now- 
outlawed parties that sup­ 
ported overthrown Marxist 
P r e s i d e n t 
S a l v a d o r 
Allende 
Others are members of 
th e l a r g e C h r i s t i a n 
Democratic party which, 
while it opposed Allende. 
has also been in conflict 
with the ruling military re­ 
gime 
This past winter has seen 
the greatest unemploy­ 
ment since the armed 
forces seized power in 
September 1973. The 
government’s Institute of 
Statistics figured that 19 1 
per cent — nearly one in 
five — of all workers in 
greater Santiago were 
jobless at the end of June 
Along with the first blos­ 
soms of spring, there is 
hope that better times are 
coming for “los cesantes“ 
— the idle ones But more 
available jobs will not 


necessarily mean better 
prospects for the unknown 
percentage who were 
“ selected out” of work 
because of their political 
past 
The lateet statistics, 
from a special survey 
made by the University of 
Chile in July, showed that 
the jobless rate had drop­ 
ped to 18 3 per cent in Saiv 
tiago 
Tbe metropolitan area is 
the home of about one-third 
of Chile’s 10 million people 
Unemployment rates in the 
provinces generally are 
estimated to be somewhat 
lower, but many rural 
w o r k e r s 
a r e 
u n ­ 
deremployed. 
averaging 
only a few hours of work a 
week 
In the decade before the 
1973 coup, unemployment 
of 4 per cent was con­ 
sidered normal in Chile. 
After the coup, the rate 
began to rise rapidly as the 
government cut public 
payrolls and the private 
sector fell into economic 
depression 
Authorities say the 
government cutbacks wen* 
necessary to reduce deficit 


spending 
administration. 
They say the depression is 
a result of damage done to 
the economy by chaos and 
irresponsibility under Al­ 
lende. 
No one doubts that a 
great majority of the cuts 
in public and private 
employment were made 
for economic reasons. But 
some analysts contend that 
political considerations 
have been most important 
in deciding who should be 
sacked 


Labor sources say that 
after the coup, blacklists of 
employes with political or 
union records were used in 
cutting back public and 
private payrolls. The 
sources say job candidates 
still are screened with help 
from intelligence agencies 
Once a worker is dismis­ 
sed for political reasons, 
he has little hope of finding 
another job, tbe union 
sources say. 
Some of the idle ones lost 
their jobs after being 
detained by authorities in 
roundups of suspected lef­ 
tist resistors. More than 
7.000 persons have been 


detained under the state of 
siege in effect since the 
coup. 
A t ypi cal one was 
Marcelo, a 24-year-old 
Communist who worked as 
a technical assistant at the 
University of Chile Mar- 
ceio, who said giving his 
real name might bring 
reprisals, told an inter­ 
viewer that after he was 
released without charges 
he went to the university 
and was told “that I no 
longer had the right to any­ 
thing, that I had lost all my 
rights simply because I 
had been in a prison 
camp.” 


Marcelo said he also was 
refused work in the govern­ 
ment minimum employ­ 
ment program 


He said he and his wife 
and two young boys have 
survived with help from a 
Roman Catholic church 
program that organizes 
free lunches for children in 
low income areas and 
sponsors workshops where 
unemployed adults make 
clothing, handicraft arti­

A journalist who works

When Jerry West was •announced 
as Lakers coach, among the top 
priorities he listed were a forward 
and a big guard 
He got the guard Thursday. Don 
Chaney, 6-5 and a former Boston 
Celtic (1969-19751, signed a Laker 
contract. The 39-vear-old Chaney 
jumped to the ABA and wound up 
with the now defunct St Louis Spirits 
last season 
With Boston, he had averaged 10 2 
points per game That dropped off to 
9.3 in the ABA But he was a four- 
time all NBA first-team defensive 
selection. 
But the only question about Chaney 
is his health If his knees are okay, he 
can help the Lakers a lot. Cat-quick, 
the former University of Houston 
star can relieve the pressure Laker 
guards got last year because the 
teams had at least one big guard 
Chaney underwent surgery and had 
cartilage removed April 20 But Dr 
Frank .Jobe who examined him. said 
Chaney has done the best job of 
rehabilitation of any athlete he’s 
seen. 
The newest Laker has a reach of 82 
inches, nearly seven feet. In Los 
Angeles, he'll be near his mother 
who has only seem him play three 
times. 
“I negotiated with quite a few 
clubs,’’ Chaney told the press Thurs­ 
day 
“ But when I found out the 
Lakers were interested. I con- 
.'ontrated on them 
T m primarily a defensive player, 
I can score, but I think I can help 
most on defense or running the fast 
break.” 
Chaney was signed to a multi-year 
contract with no terms announced 


Next: a forward 
Now, if the Lakers can come up 
with the big. powerful forward, their 
chances this year will be much un­ 
proved. 
Sidney Wicks has been sold to New 
Orleans 
But the Jazz owes the 
Lakers a player in compensation for 
Gail Goodrich 
Whether that would be Wicks is 
anybody’s guess. The Lakers might 
have to throw m another player or 
draft choice or both in order to get 
Sidney. 
The Detroit f*tstons apparently 
have made Curtis Howe available 
and his name also has been bandied 
about in connection with the Lakers 
The addition of either Wicks or 
Howe would make the Lakers and 
their fans happv indeed 
HERE N THERE - in case you 
haven't heard. Commissioner Bowie 
Kuhn has ruled against the Chicago 
White Sox and Bill Veeck and in

The NBA s Board of 
Governors voted down a 
proposal Thursday to adopt 
the use of a third official 
for this season 
Varying 
opinions over the role of 
such an official blocked 
passage of the proposal, 
NBA officials said 
“ The added cost of hav­ 
ing a third official was also 
discussed, but the main Is­ 
sue at hand was the role of 
the official. Some of the 
governors were in favor of 
giving the (third) official 
more responsibilities and 
some were in favor of giv­ 
ing less,” said NBA Com­ 
missioner I^rry O’Brien. 
“ I think that in time, the 
issue will be resolved and 
the third official will be 
adopted. But I ’d say it 
probably won’t be in time 


for this season ’ 
Representatives of the 
four form er American 
Basketball 
Association 
teams recently admitted 
into the NBA were allowed 
to sit in on the meeting 
after each team paid the 
league $2 million as the se­ 
cond installment of a $3 2 
million league entry fee 
Each team paid $1 
million on July 15 and the 
final $200.000 from each 
team will be due next June, 
O'Brien said. 
"The payments from the 
new clubs w ere duly 
received in accordance 
with the league agreement 
and the new governors 
were accepted enthusias­ 
tically.” said O’Brien 
"The expansion of the 
NBA is now a reality,” 
O'Brien said. "W e have 
four new teams and good 
personnel in 22 teams 
across the country We ex­ 
pect exciting competition 
on the court and we are op­ 
timistic about the future of 
our league." 


P rin icip a l 
represen­ 
tatives attending for the 
new NBA franchises were 
Carl Scheer of the Denver 
Rockets, Jim Walker of the 
Indiana Pacers, Angelo 
Drossos of the San Antonio 
Spurs and Robert Carlson 
of the New York Nets. 
"Although we didn't ask 
for a report, the indication 
is that ticket sales are bet­ 
ter all around the league in 
anticipation of seeing the

Quail L. 
bass 
biting 


Fishing in Quail Lake 
and along the west branch 
of the California Aqueduct 
in the Antelope Valley may 
not produce full creels in a 
short time but it’s an in­ 
teresting angling experi­ 
ence and there are plenty 
of good-looking striped 
bass and channels catfish 
to be caught. 
That is the conclusion of 
Ken Aasen, Department of 
Fish and Game fisheries 
biologist, who conducted a 
creel survey of the area 
during the past Labor Day 
weekend 
Aasen started his survey 
at Quail Lake, about six 
miles north of Pyramid 
Reservior, and worked his 
way east about *0 miles 
along the west branch of 
the Aqueduct where it 
crosses the Lake Hughes 
road (N2) near Palmdale. 
In two days he checked 
103 anglers: 42 on Sunday 
evening from 5 to 7:30 p.m 
and 61 Monday morning 
from 8 to 11 a.m. In a com­ 
bined 244 hours of fishing, 
these anglers had caught a 
total of 17 striped bass and 
22 catfish. 
That adds up to less than 
.2 fish per angler hour, but 
the slow fishing was ap­ 
parently not typical Aasen 
said. Many of the anglers 
commented that they had 
had much better success in 
previous trips to the area 
“ You should have been 
here last week," was a 
frequent remark 
Most of the striped bass 
ranged from 14 to 16 inches 
in length, with the largest 
measuring 22 inches and 
weighing about five 
pounds. The catfish were 
generally between 10 and 
20 inches long and weighed 
from three-quarters of a 
pound to four pounds each 
About a dozen anglers, 
however, spoke regretfully 
of bigger fish they had 
hooked but lost, either 
because their line wasn't 
strong enough or because 
they wouldn't land the 
lunker before he got off the 
hook. 
Anyone fishing the 
Aqueduct should bnng a 
king-handled dip net or run 
the chance of not being 
able to land his fish, was 
Aasen’s recommendation.

There are also deer on pri­ 
vate lands in the Santa 
Monica Mountains and 
elsewhere, but hunters 


must have written per­ 
mission in advance from 
the landowners to hunt 
these areas. Trespass laws 
are strictly enforced. 


Areas within the national 
forest that usually afford 
good hunting are the Mt. 
Gleason area, Facifico 
Mountains, the west fork of 
the San Gabriel River, and 
the Sawmill-Liebre moun­ 
tains. Right now, deer are 
scattered through all 
ranges and elevations, but 


there should be fair to good 
hunting on the north slope 
of the San Gabriel Moun­ 
tains around Pinyon Ridge 
and Pine Mountain Ridge. 
There has been relative­ 
ly little change in the 
makeup of the deer herd. 
Buck carryover was good 
and there should be ade­ 


quate forage and water in 
the early part of the sea­ 
son. Later on. the deer are 
likely to be concentrated In 
the oak grasslands. Most of 
the bucks tdken should 
have hard antlers. The 
buck kill is expected to he 
about the same as last 
year, when 314 were taken.
